ON INSTALLMENTS 

In the future, gasoline rations 
for non-highway use on farms may 
be obtained in six month install- 
ments from local war price and 
rationing banxd*,,0PA >*• •*»•««- 
ed, in place of Issuing inch rations 
for an entire lb month period. 

OP A took thll stop at a means 
of helping the farmer budget his 
consumption of gasoline month-by- 
month, because it is difficult to pre- 
dict weather conditions — en which 
farm gasoline use depends — over, 
a six months period. 

To prevent inconvenience to 
farmers, boards will require only 
one application to cover the six 
months, and no farmer need make 
a formal application for the second 
or third installments of his gaso- 
line rations. .

LT. C.H. GETTEL DIBS 
IN ARMY PLANE CRASH 

Nashville, Tenn., Feb. 27, 1044 — 
One Army test pilot was killed and 
another injured when two Consoli- 
dated-Vultee A-34 Vengeance dive- 
bombers collided in flight near 
Nashville today and crashed ap- 
proximately a mile apart. 

Lt. C. H. Gettel, of Star, N. C. 
whose plane fell in flames, was 
killed. Lt H. P. Sampson, East 
Point, Ga., who brought his plane 
to a belly-landing when trees clip- 
ped off both wings, escaped with 
minor injuries. 

Consolidated - Vultee -Aircraft 
Corp. officials, who said the men 
were making a route AAF test 
flight, quoted Simpson as saying 
that just before the collision an 
Army P-40 plane flew close by the 
dive-bombers. The propeller of 
Simpsons plane struck Gettel's ship, 
and the two dive-bombers locked 
momentarily, breaking quickly 
away. 

Lt. Gettel is survived by his wife, 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. W. C. 
Gettel of Star, and a brother, Capt. 
W. D. Gettel, on duty abroad. He 
was the grandson of the last Mr. 
and Mrs. W. H. Dabney of Virginia 
Beach. He is also survived by Miss 
Adelia Dabney of Virginia Beach.

Representatives Of 
County Attend 
Regional Meeting 

Balloting on several matters of 
Southern States Cooperative's pol 
icy took place when members of 
local Southern States beards held 
a series of 47 regional board meet 
ings throughout the organisation's 
territory of Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia, Maryland, and Delaware in 
February, according to C. P. An- 
drews, Suffolk, who presided over 
the meeting held in Suffolk 

The consensus was that patro- 
nage refunds should he paid in 
stock, that the period during which 
voting stock is left outstanding 
should continue to be 10 yean, that 
delegates should nominate South' 
em States directors by mail in ad- 
vance of the annual meeting, and 
that patrons' annual meetings 
should be held this year if trans- 
portation restrictions become no 
more severe. These opinions will 
be presented to the board of di- 
rectors of Southern States Coopera- 
tive for their consideration. 

That the whole rood production 
program of the nation is still in a 
muddle was brought out at each 
meeting. Farmers are not told 
what prices they "-an expect, "what 
the rules of the game are to be." 
The planting season is almost here, 
and farmers still do not know how 
to make production plans. The fact 
that food has won and lost wars 
was emphasised. 

Despite the fact that the nation 
has had seven good crop years in 
succession, our grain reserves, and 
food reserves generally, are so de- 
pleted as to be practically non- 
existent, the fanners were remind- 
ed. The prediction was made that 
because of the bad weather and 
soil moisture conditions brought 
about by the drought, the soil mois- 
ture is so depleted that yields are 
certain to be low in 1844 even if we 
have good weather from now on. 

Attendance at the 47 meetings 
totaled 1679. The 24 persons who 
attended the Suffolk meeting were 
representatives of the area which 
includes Isle of Wight, Nansemcmd, 
Norfolk, Princess Anne, and South- 
hampton counties.

Governor Darden's continuous marked interest in Virginia's colleges 
is shared by a number of legislators. A general feeling pervades Capitol 
Hill that the colleges must be helped to continue through these mlhcult 
war years and then reorganised to meet the changing needs of the 
postwar era. Some feel that, if the State raises the ago atf eesnsmhwry 
school attendance to 16 and gives intensive vocational training In the 
high schools, many students will use that training to gat jobs and not 
go on to college. This may correct a growing trend before the tear to 
consider college essential for absolutely every American youngster. 

In thinking toward the type of higher education needed after the 
war, Virginia legislators seem eager that full opportunity be available 
for both vocational and liberal education. Many people hope that neither 
will be entirely divorced from the other, for Virginia's meat truly 
educated men received an education in ENDS as well aa MEANS. 
Jefferson invented a folding stairway, a pen that would sags multiple 
signatures, but be also produced the Declaration of Independence because 
his education had taught him to think and to develop a phnaaephy of 
life based on conviction. In the postwar world America win need to raise 
up great leaders who are great because they too believe in the Gad-given 
destiny of America. Man will need to be trained in bis specific work 
whether 'it be plumbing, law, electricity, medicine, education or what- 
ever, but he will also need to be fitted to lead the fuller life of public 
service as well as personal achievement. 

There are many boys now in the armed services who are determined 
to return to college after the war. They will insist on studies that 
answer some of their battle-born hpnger to know the meaning and 
purpose of life. In addition to perfecting themselves in mathematics, 
many will want to study history, philosophy, theology and literature, 
those subjects which interpret man to himself and his relationship to 
God. For, in the colleges, more than anywhere else, will he fought out 
the battle of whether America is to return to her basis as a Christian 
democracy or turn into a pagan state where the philosophy of material- 
ism and pleasure i» regnant. 

A nationally famous columnist has declared, "The prevaiHag edu- 
cation is destined, if it continues, to destroy the Western civi naath m, and 
in fact, is destroying it . . . Modern education is based on a denial tint 
it is necessary, or useful, or desirable for the schools and i single to 
continue to transmit from generation to generation, the religions and 
classical culture of the Western World. ... By separating education 
from the classical, reDgjons tradition, the school cannot tenia the pupil 
to look upon himself as an inviolable person because he hi made in the 
image of God. These very words, though they now sound archaic, are the 
noblest words in our language." 

"In the American schools and colleges, we have gone very far to- 
wards abandoning the idea that an education should be giasaiid upon 
the deliberate training of the mind and upon a discipline in tike making 
of moral choices ... So when this war is over, we have a ■SSmasvo na 
with ourselves to consider aa a matter of high priority, the restoration 
and the reconstruction of American education:" ; 

If "In God We Trust" is to be the motivating idea of fl merits tu 
build a new world after the war, as Nasiism was the motivating idea 
that empowered Germany to go to war, there will be a new emphasis 
in the colleges. America may well find that emphasis in adopting George 
Washington's advice, "And let us with caution indulge the supposition 
that morality cannot be maintained without religion. Whatever may 
be conceded to the influence of refined education on minds of peculiar 
structure, reason and experience both forbid us to expect that national 
morality can prevail in exclusion of religious principle, It is substantially 
true that virtue or morality is a necessary spring of popular govern- 
ment . . . Who, that is a sincere friend to it, can look with indifference 
upon attempts: to shake the foundation of the fabric? Promote, then, 
is an object of primary importance, institutions for the general diffusion 
of knowledge. In proportion as the structure of a government gives 
force to public opinion, it is essential that public opinion should be 
enlightened." *

MEASLES 

"Measles Is one of the- most 
common contagious diseases. The 
majority of the adult population 
have had measles during early 
life. The danger of the disease 
lies in the possiblity of compli- 
cations. Pneumonia- causes over 
90 per cent of all measles deaths; 
for this reason It is very danger- 
ous to young children. As age 
increases, resistance becomes 
greater and the disease Is more 
likely to be mild," States Dr. I. C. 
Rlggin, State Health Commis- 
sioner. 

"The first signs of measles are 
those usually associated with a 
bad cold, red watery eyes with 
actual discomfort on looking at 
the light, a profuse nasal dis- 
charge, and aharsh, brassy, dry 
cough. It is at this point that 
measles is most contagious to 
susceptible ehilren. At this stage 
the disease is prone to be spread 
by coughing out droplets of sa- 
lava and nasal secretion. In two 
days after the onsetr fever is no- 
ted; this niay be very high In 
children. The month becomes 
dry, the tongue coated, and sore- 
ness of the throat often exists. 
Gland* of the neck may be en- 
larged and slightly tender. About 
the fourth day, the rash appears; 
first on the forehead, face, and 
neck; later it spreads to the body 
and extremities. This may take 
place quite quite rapidly. At 
first the rash is pink, and the 
spots may be pin-point In siae. 
The spots may increase In siae 
and tend to ran together. WRft> 
out proper medical care acute 
symptoms of measles often are 
distressing; and a relapse may 
occur after the child* is apparent- 
ly well.

Single Ration Book for Food 

After food shoppers have used 
their brown Y and Z stamps, they 
do all their food shopping with 
War Ration Book Four. The ration 
token plan now in effect eliminates 
use of stamps of four denomina- 
tions (8, 5, 2, and 1 points) and uses 
stamps of one denomination (10 
points) with one-point ration 
tokens for change. 

Farm Gasoline Rations 
Six-month gasoline rations for 
non-highway use on farms may be 
issued in instalments rather than 
all at one time, as in the past, the 
OPA has announced. If the local 
board has issued the farmer only 
part of his ration, when the farmer 
needs more gasoline he makes no 
formal applications but simply asks 
the board for it. The board then

Washington, D. C, March — 
The Administration asked for addi- 
tional taxes of more than 10 billion 
dohars. The Congress spent weeks 
in studying the whole question and 
decided that about one-quarter of 
that amount would furnish our 
Government all the revenue needed 
for all purposes. There is nothing 
anywhere to indicate that Congress 
was either persuaded or convinced 
that the size of its tax bill would 
be inadequate for war and domes- 
tic requirements. 

Therefore Congress could not ap- 
prove of the demands of the U. S. 
Treasury, even though the Presi- 
dent backed the Secretary of the 
Treasury. Hence the veto of the 
famous tax bill of 1944. 

There is no denying the fact 
that the Congress exercised its 
constitutional rights when it re- 
fused to add many billion dollars 
to the nation's tax bill. The Presi- 
dent vetoed the legislation. The 
language used in his veto message 
was offensive; Senator Barkley 
called it a "deliberate and calculat- 
ed assault upon the honesty and 
integrity of Congress." The Presi- 
dent promptly denied any such in- 
tentions. Nevertheless he did not 
Withdraw his statement that "it is 
not a tax bill but a tax relief bill, 
providing relief not for the needy 
but for the greedy." 

In the background is a long re- 
cord of waste and extravagance by 
the President, which has been prac- 
tically unchecked by Congress. The 
Senate and House have been put- 
ting off the inevitable break with 
the "White House for several years. 
Little wonder that Mr. Roosevelt 
became too sure of his leadership 
and 3 Anally made the mistake of 
overstepping the bounds of reason, 
by lambasting Congress for dis- 
obeying his orders to heap another 
unreasonable burden on American 
taxpayers. 

The EXPECTED happened: After 
twelve years of backing-the-Presi- 
dent, right or wrong, Congress 
-finally declared its INDEPEN- 
DENCE. 

This means that Congress will 
probably exercise "Dutch courage" 
and take over many responsibilities 
that are being administered, board- 
ed, brass-hatted, commission-labor- 
leaderized. The possible effects on 
the next election are beyond the 
imagination, of the political pro- 
phets. 

There is reason to expect more 
efficient and careful attention to 
affairs all the way along the home 
front, with better planning for the 
problems of returning soldiers, un- 
employment, the rights of indepen- 
dent business, decrease in agitation 
for the entrance of the.Government 
into competition with industry, and 
a gradual fade-out of many of the 
experiments that the New Deal 
failed to make work. 

Despite everything, the line holds 
firm and united so far as the con- 
duct of the war is concerned.

SOLDIER VOTE ISSUE 
GRIPS ASSEMBLY

The soldier vote has remained a 
leading issue in the General As- 
sembly right up to the closing days 
of the session. The House of Dele- 
gates last week unanimously pass- 
ed the American-Legion-sponsored 
bill, which would give full voting 
privileges to all Virginia soldiers 
and sailors in all primaries and 
elections. Following passage by 
the House, this "War Voters' Law" 
was referred to a Senate subcom- 
mittee for study before introduc- 
tion to the Senate. Senator M. M. 
Long, of Wise, Chairman, announc- 
ed that his committee would not 
be able to present their recommend- 
ed bill for several days. An amend- 
ment was then proposed and pass- 
ed in both House and Senate which 
would allow introduction of a bill 
on the, soldiers' vote up to the last 
day of the session. 

Differing from the Legion pro- 
posal is the Weaver bill sponsored 
by Senator Aubrey Weaver, ad- 
ministration leader, which would 
give servicemen the vote in nation- 
al elections this year. Following a 
visit to Richmond last week of U. 
S. Senator Harry F. Byrd, it was 
stated that Byrd favored a bill of 
the Weaver type. Senator Byrd 
was reported to believe it cheaper 
for the assembly, if necessary, to 
be called back for a special session 
next year to solve the problems of 
State and local elections than to 
establish the fund to pay the poll 
tax for servicemen as called for in 
the Legion sponsored "War Vot- 
ers' Law." 

There has been a growing con- 
cern in Virginia over the indiffer- 
ence of much of the electorate to 
come out and vote. A mighty fight, 
for instance, was made to achieve 
the vote for women, yet there are 
many women who do not consis- 
tently cast their ballots when elec- 
tion day comes around. When the 
responsible citizenry of the State 
grow apathetic about voting, small 
groups with special or even sub- 
versive interests have their chance. 
They know what they and their 
fellows want and they see to it 
that all favoring their views re- 
gister them by ballot. It is up to 
all the%^izens of Virginia to re- 
think what America stands for and 
what she fights for «ven as will 
the servicemen who vote from the 
front lines of that fight. 

Every report from the front, 
whether South Pacific, England or 
Italy, tells of the serviceman's all- 
absorbing interest in his home. He 
remembers the good things and 
dreams of his home. He deliberately 
seeks to forget the unpleasant. 
The way to create such sound 
homes has been excellently pre- 
sented in the booklet described by 
the War Department as "probably 
the most challenging statement of 
this nation's philosophy of national 
defense that has yet been written." 
General John J. Pershing, in his 
Foreword to this booklet YOU 
CAN DEFEND AMERICA said, "1 
commend ,its message to every 
American." The booklet, describing 
the relationship of -fighters to their 
homes, says, "Homes are the ce- 
ment of national life. The place 
where the nation learns how to live 
together. The non-stop assembly 
line of character which is the hnart 
of national morale. If homes crack, 
the nation cracks. 

"Many of us would willingly die 
for our family, but sometimes find 
it pretty tough having to live with 
them. So Father pays the bills, 
Mother worries. The children do as 
they please. We like to sing "Home 
Sweet Home" — when we're away 
from home. 

"A soldier dreams of his home. 
He will fight hard for the home he 
loves. Homes that are sound are 
worth fighting for. Where the fami- 
ly hide nothing from one another 
and help o'ne another to give their 
best. Where there - is plenty of 
laughter and love. Whera meals 
are not just gulp and go,, but 
where the company and conversa- 
tion are as good as the food. Where 
the welcome sign is always out 
Where neighbors can drop in to 
borrow a cup of flour and find real 
friendship. And courage when times 
are hard. 

"Such families carry out war 
time regulations cheerfully. No 



hoarding. No wangling on the side. 
No waste in the ice box, cash box, 
brain box. Their thrift makes for 
victory on the home front and a 
sound nation ahead. 

"Sound homes put unity into the 
community. Homes that pull to- 
gether will pull the country thru. 

"Sound homes will produce not 
only the man power but the will 
power to win the war, secure the 
peace, and build the new world."

SYRUP PK1CBS CONTINUE* 

A request for an increase in top 
legal prices for blenders of coun- 
try eaae syrup has been denied by 
the Office of Price Administration. 

Blenders who made the request 
declared that higher ceiling prices 
were, needed bcause Of an increase 
in the cost of pure cane syrup, ef- 
fective in December, 1943. Denial 
of the request followed an OPA 
accounting study of the blending 
industry which showed that present 
' prices permit a profit to blenders 
equal to that which they made in a 
recent representative peace-time 
period. 

NEW RUBBER BOOT PRICES 

New dollars-snd-cents ceiling 
prices for waterproof rubber foot- 
wear — including rubbers, artics, 
gaiters and rubber boots — went 
into effect over the United States 
last week, OPA has announced. 

In general, prices are increased 
above six percent over those which 
were in effect for "victory line" 
rubber footwear last year because 
the wearing quality of currently 
made goods has been considerably 
improved through greater use of 
synthetic rubber. 

OPA's new ceilings apply from 
mad order levels to all groups of 
retail stores. 

Care fee 200,000 Babies 

Nearly 200,090 babies and their 
mothers- were oared for up to Feb- 
ruary 1 under the Emergency Ma- 
ternity and Infant Care Program. 
Hospital and medical care are pro- 
vided without cost to wives of Ser- 
vice men in the four lowest pay 
grades, daring pregnancy, child- 
birth, and for six weeks after the 
baby is born, and for the infant 
during Ha first year. 

Women Farm Workers OK

State Farm Produce 
Goal Threatened By 
Container Shortage 



Overseas Lumber Demands, 
Increased Production Quotas 
Emphasize Need For Salvage. 



The nation as a whole will need 
45 to 60 million more wooden con- 
tainers for produce than used in 
1943 and Virginia growers will 
need their proportionate share for 
the 1944 crops. Production of new 
containers will run far behind that 
of last year, so Virginia farmers 
are urged to begin accumulating 
used containers in order not to run 
the risk of not getting their pro- 
duce to market at harvest time. 
There is likely to be an acute short- 
age in bushel baskets for peaches, 
apples and sweet potatoes, and 
hampers for beans, peas, kale and 
spinach. 

Due to the lumber shortage and 
the drastic demands for containers 
for shipping to our armed forces 
the out put will run far behind that 
of last year for use by farmers. A 
ten per cent increase in acreage 
goals for all growers will mean a ' 
further drain in container supplies. : 
Lumber committees Sand War Pro- ' 
duction Boards are doing all in their 
power to remedy the situation but 



SUGAR RATION CHANGES 

Because of the increased use of 
sugar as a war material, several 
changes in the sugar rationing pro- 
gram have been announced by the 
Office of Price Administration. 

At the same time OPA said that 
sugar stamp 30 in Ration Book 4 
will be valid indefinitely and will 
not expire March 31, as previously 
announced. Sugar stamp 31 will be 
valid April 1 for Ave pounds of 
sugar and no expiration date has 
been announced for it. 

OPA said it could not an- 
nounce definitely its program for 
rationing sugar for home canning 
at this time, but it is not expected 
that allocations of sugar by the 
War Food Administration will ne- 
cessitate a reduction from last 
year's allowance for canning sugar. 
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NEW SHOE STAMP COMING 

' Another ration stamp — yet toJJ 
be designated — will be made valid 
for buying one pair of shoes on 
May 1. OPA has announced coin- 
cidentally that shoe stamp No. 18 
in Ration Book I will be terminated 
on April 30.

Civilian Food Supply Favorable 

The civilian food supply for the 
next few months* appears to be 
more abundant than for the same 
period last year, the Department 
ef Agriculture reports. Potatoes 
and* cabbage head the list of really 
abundant foods over most of the 
country. Other products include, 
carrots, beets, spinach, peanut but- 
ter, shell eggs, grapefruit and small 
•ranges, frozen baked beans, citrus 
marmalade, lard, canned green and 
waxed beans, frozen vegetables, and 
canned peas an dtomatoes. 

Longer Periods for Food Stamps 

Under the ration token plan, 
three red (meats-fats) 10-point 
stamps become good every two 
weeks, on Sundays, and five blue 
processed fruits- vegetables) 10- 
point stamps become good in the 
first day of each month. To reduce 
last minute rush buying just before 
stamps run out, the Office of Price 
Administration increased the period 
for which stamps may be used. 
Thus, the 60 red points and 50 blue 
points which become good each 
month may be used at any time 
during a period of from 10 to 12 
weeks.

„ WHAT OF THE FUTURE? 

Washington, D. C. March — The 
White House and the United States 
Senate have been playing parts in 
"after you," and "you first" since 
"Dear Alben" became Leader of 
the Senate instead of standard- 
bearer and spokesman for the Presi- 
dent. As much as politicians like a 
fight they are always ready for a 
truce. 

In the honeymoon days of the 
New Deal the Congress bestowed 
more discretionary power upon the 
President than had ever been grant- 
ed before in the history of the 
country; whereupon Mr. Roosevelt 
eventually changed so many rules 
©f government that he held Con- 



The General Assembly has given 
much thought to anticipate the un- 
employment situation that will 
arise as war industries and the 
armed services begin to demobi- 
lize and has voted sums for major 
construction to meet that need. Em- 
ployment in the Hampton Roads 
area, for example, is expected to 
drop 50% in the next twelve months. 
This decline from a war swollen 
increase of 600% to 000% in that 
area will involve major economic 
adjustments. To utilize men as they 
become available, the budget al- 
ready passed by the Honse of Dele- 
gates includes a total appropriation 
for capital outlay of $10,545,000 to 
be spent in the first year of the 
biennium and $0,147,000 in the 
second year. If the war continues 
and should prevent this construc- 
tion program, the same sums will 
doubtless be re-appropriated by the 
next Legislature. 

Recognizing the necessity of 
large-scale postwar public works, 
the Legislature has refused to di- 
vert too much of the expected sur- 
plus to current needs. The present 
proposal before the Legislature is 
to put 50% of the surplus unspent 
at the end of the biennium into the 
hands of localities for use in financ- 
ing local projects while 60% re- 
mains in the State treasury. This 
policy of encouraging localities and 
locally constituted authority to 
keep the initiative for their own 
prosjects is in the best Virginia 
tradition, for when the State under- 
takes the major portion of respon- 
sibility, she takes the authority too, 
even as in the State and Federal 
setup. 

One of the chief aims in educa- 
tional construction after the war is 
more consolidated schools. There 
are still 1,738 one-room and 885 
two-room school buildings out of an 
approximate total of 4,400 in the 
state. In order to give children a 
better preparation for college or 
for a trade, better libraries, re- 
creation, lunch room and music 
training, consolidation of high 
schools will come. These consolida- 
tions will not necessarily stick to 
county boundaries. The general idea 
is to have no high school student 
have to spend over one hour on the 
bus to school while the younger 
children are not to spend over a 
half hour each way in travel. 

One interesting proposal for im- 
proving rural housing made by the 
Committee on Postwar Agricultu- 
ral Planning is to secure houses of 
the demountable type, constructed 
in industrial centers during the 
emergency. Among the plans pro- 
posed by the Committee on Travel 
Trade Planning to increase the 
state's $100,000,000-a-year tourist 
trade is the possible conversion of 
army and navy camps to a practical 
civilian use, the conversion of mili- 
tary areas into game preserves, and 
the development of either private 
or public landings for small plea- 
sure boats in tidal waters. 

The greatest contribution that 
George Washington jnade to this 
country was probably not his mili- 
tary leadership of the Revolution, 
, but his uniting of the Colonies after 
the war was won. Virginia will need 
a thousand men like Washington 
after this war to inspirit the peo- 
ple, to prevent inertia and a wave 
of pleasure-seeking from sapping 
war-weary energies. Even as Wash- 
ington longed to return to the quiet 
life of Mount Vernon, so will many 
men wish to cast off public respon- 
sibility. But, like the Father of our 
Country*, the true patriot will need 
to continue to work for the good of 
state and nation if a permanently 
sound structure is to be built. For 
vitally necessary as are material 
developments, Virginia will remem- 
ber that, in the days in which the 
state gave the greatest leadership 
to the country, material comforts 
jwere few and far between.

LEARN AND LIVE 

How long do you expect to live? 
Sixty — eighty — a hundred years? 
Life doesn't ' last forever, yet 
there's no use to wilfully shorten 
ft. 

Every community in Princess 
Anne County is going to have meet- 
ings during the week of April 3. 
Meetings planned for the health 
education of young and old. 

Tuberculosis is a powerful ene- 
my to mankind — it is no respecter 
of persons or ages -^ its symptoms 
are so slight as to be hardly notice- 
able in the early stages.

Now is the time 
to take the first step — Attend a 
meeting some where and learn that 
you may live. , 



Aa we approach another Easter 
season, we are face to fare with 
the great problem of all ages — 
what is our Christianity worth? 
What baa it done to improve our 
way of life? What have we done 
to expr e ss it in the terms — the 
only terms which we can use — of 
service to others? 

To those of us to whom religion 
is a vital force, Christianity spells 
obligation. It is not just a ritual. 
The ritual is merely the expression 
and the reminder of the principle 
back of* it. The Christian way of 
life is the way of love, the way of 
brotherhood. A person has only as 
much Christianity as he has love, 
and no more, I read once, and it is 
true. 

The soul knows no race or creed 
or color. "Thou shalt love thy God 
with all thy heart" was the first 
great commandment, and Jesus 
added: "And the second is like unto 
it — Thou shalt love thy neighbor 
as thyself." On God's side all men 
are brothers. 

This is the basis of Christianity. 
We know it. We were taught it as 
children, no matter to which church 
we went, but too often we have 
kept it a Sunday-creed — not a 
rule of life. We did not apply it to 
our neighbor, to the stranger with- 
in our gates, to those who worship- 
ped or thought or spoke in dif- 
ferent manner than did we. 

If we had ever tried Christianity 
as a way of life, there would be no 
poverty, no insecurity, no despon- 
dent and despairing people. Ours 
was the task, ours the responsibili- 
ty if we wished to be classed as 
Christians. 

In a recent speech Lord Halifax 
humbly expressed the Christian po- 
sition : "We acknowledge that in the 
past we have tolerated much of 
which we are now ashamed. We are 
resolved never again to lose that 
new sense of values which we have 
won through the war. We shall up- 
hold these values at whatever cost, 
so that we may build a future in 
which they shall rule the lives of 
men." 

What is your Christianity worth ? 
Unless it is put to practical appli- 
cation in your daily life, it is not 
worth anything. We are a Christian 
nation and it is our task to live up 
to all that that implies. Only by 
practising brotherhood, as indi- 
viduals and as a nation, can we 
make democracy succeed and bring 
to reign on earth the peace of the 
King of Kings. 
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"... TO DO HIS OR HER 
» FULL DUTY" 

Many Virginians have been ask- 
ing themselves, and local Defense 
Councils as well, as to what is con- 
sidered a. patriotic amount of volun- 
teer time to be given in support of 
war activities. It has been generally 
agreed that more and more volun- 
teer time will have to be forth- 
coming if all the vital projects 
necessary for the successful prose- 
cution of the war are completed — 
and in time. 

A fair index as to the truly pa- 
triotic amount volunteered in Vir- 
ginia may be gleaned from the ser- 
vice award records compiled by the 
State~~On"ice of Civilian Defense. 
In a study of slightly over 2,000 
volunteer records, the average was 
667 hours for the 111 weeks that 
have elapsed since December 7, 
1941. Further reduced, this is an 
average of slightly over 6 hours 
per week. 

The standard set in Great Bri- 
tain early in the war was 12 hours 
per week for each individual. In 
the United States, we have not be- 
gun to approach this figure, to date. 
It is evident, however, that with 
more home front jobs to do — with 
less and less people to perform them 
— that civilians will be called upon 
to give more and more time. If 
the figures stated above are a true 
index, and we know of no better 
one, it appears that 6 to 7 hours of 
volunteer service per week will be 
needed of each person. This means 
that all of us should plan our time 
and work so as to give at least one 
volunteer hour each day. 

If this plan is carried into effect 
it will necessitate a considerable 



THE LEGEND 
OF THE DOGWOOD 

At the time of the Crucifixion 
the dogwood attained the size of 
the oak and other forest trees. So 
strong and firm was the wood of 
the cross. To be thus used for such 
a cruel purpose, greatly distressed 
the tree, and Jesus smiled upon it, 
sensed this, and, in His gentle pity 
for sorrow, said to it: 

"Because of your regret and 
pity for my suffering, I make you 
this promise: Never again shall the 
dogwood tree grow enough to be 
used for a cross. Henceforth it 
shall be slender and bent and 
twisted, and its blossoms shall be 
in the form of a cross — two long 
petals and two short petals, and in 
the center of the outer edge of 
each petal there will be nail prints, 
brown with rust and stained with 
blood.

In places where no special registration place is established the exchange may be made 
at A. B. C. stores. Locations and business hours of these special registration places will be announced 
by the local daily press.
